Mr. Tiiden counseled moderation for both 
sides.

before the explosion. He heard one shot 
flred before the bomb exploded and that 
it came from the direction of the police. 
The witness saw no one else In the alley 
except Krumm and himself. 
The bomb 


•was not thrown from the alley. Before 
being subjected 
to a cross-examination 


the court adjourned. 


Lieutenant Shea, of the Detective De- 


partment, received by express yesterday 
the clothes of the man who was found In 
a river at Erie, Pa., and was supposed to 
be Schnaubelt, the thrower of the bomb 
which did such havoc among the police 
at the Haymarket last May. 
When the 


body was found the authorities of Erie 
supposed, from descriptions, that they 
had found the remains of Schnanbelt, 
and at once telegraphed to the au- 
thorities here.

but to be sure Lieutenant Shea had the 
.clothes sent here. Schnaubelt is known 
to be a man of about six feet in height 
and about two hundred pounds in weight.

' HAMPTON, Va., Aug. 3.—I am writing this 
letter on some of the most historic ground in 
America. Hampton, Va., is situated within 
a few miles of Old Point Comfort, around 
which rise the battlements of Fortress Mon- 
roe, the largest fortification in the United 
States. On the waters opposite me the battle 
of the Monitor and the Morrimoo was fought, 
and on the ground whore I now sit Capt. John 
Smith stopped in 1COS before he went up the 
James nvur to have his life saved by 
Pocabonrns. A stone's throw from here Ben 
Butlor established the first colored school in 
the United States, and it was here that he 
made his declaration that tue negro was con- 
traband of war. Just across Hampton roads, 
out of sight, is Norfolk, and between Hamp- 
ton, and that point lie the rip-raps, whero 
Andrew Jackson used to go fishing with 
Amos Kendal, and where it wan supposed 
Pi'osidimt Ty lor was going for a su turner vaca- 
tion when he slipped oft to New York nnd 
married Julia U-ardlnor in one of the churches 
there.

of frame and som» of stone and brick. Vir- 
ginia hall, which was built by the Hampton 
singers, who, like the Fifike jubilee singers, 
traveled all over the country and gave con- 
certs, is a fine French-roofed brick of about 
190 feet front. 
One of its wings is 100 feet 


deep, and its cost must have run high into the 
thousands. The Indians here are dressed like 
the whites, and they live like civilized people.

A colored population of 2,000,000 


lies within easy roach of Hampton, and about 
twenty years ngo a school wits opened here 
for colored scholar* on n manual labor basis. 
Thii Hchool has since developed into the noted 
Normal and Agriculttn al institute nf Hamp- 
ton, whli h now hits buildings and lands valued 
at $400,IXX), and which givw tu ition annually to 
about 500 colored people ami 140 Indians. It 
has become one of the great institutions of the 
United Btato, ami it is known from Maine to 
Georgia and irom Oregon to Florida. It has 
graduated f>00 colored students, of whom 
nine-tenths are doing well, and though it has 
been used a« an Indian school for only about 
a decado, it lias sent out 14C> educate! Indians, 
two-thirds of whom aro now toaehors, farm- 
ers, mechanics and laborers in the west. It 
is probably tho cheapest college iu tho United 
States, and from its catalogue, which lies be- 
fore me, I find that the cost of tuition is only 
$70 per year per student, that hoard costs $10 
per month, ami that the cost of clothing ranges 
from S'JU to S50 n year. This tuition is paid 
by endowment or gifts of friends ol the insti- 
tution, (,0 that the whole necessary part to the 
colored student who wishes an education 13 
iboiit tno a year for clothing and $10 nmonth 
for board.

Hampton is managed somewuat as a mili- 


tary school. The officers drill daily, and the 
si-holars all have uniforms. Tbedark slanned 
officers wear their epaulettes with dignity, 
and I noted that the major, who was our 
'guide, was greeted with a military salute 
'wherever wo went. 


The Indians here of both sexes enjoy the 


life. The Indian boys cut their hair short 
and wear shoes instead of moccasins. They 
like American games, and play croquet, 
dominoes and checkers, delighting especially 
in looking at pictures and in reading when 
ithey become for enough advanced to do so. 
They try to help each other, and thoy have, 
in the wigwam, family prayers every night 
conducted by the boys, two tailing port each 
night. One roods a verse from tho Bible and 
tho other makes a short prayer cither to 
English or Indian, and then all sing a verse 
and repeat the Lord's prayer. TJtese Indian 
students are great fellows for clubs. They 
have a half dozen different 
organizations 


mudo up o£ debating societies, literary so- 
cieties, temperance societies, brothers' so- 
cieties, etc. The Indian girls have also clubs, 
and every two weeks these clubs meet to- 
gether and have social and literary entertain- 
ments. The Indian is much more of asocial 
animal than he is given credit for, and under 
proper surroundings he develops a love for 
social amusements equal to that of tbe Eng- 
lish,

to them he is pretty sure to keep up with tht 
other habits of civilization. 
I was much interested in going through the 


various shops and in noting the Indians and 
th. colored boys at their tad» The» 
incdon industrial works, the gift of the mil- 
lionaire, C. P. Huntingdon, ta "f^??^ 
planing mill, which saws over 3,000,000 feet of 
pine legs every year. A number of boys 
were working in it as I entered, and I noted 
that some of their work was finely finished 
seats for a church which is being put up for 


In the girls' industrial department I found 


54 rirls sewing and mending, and some mak- 
in<? clothes and shirts. 
This department 


turned out 2,577 pieces of work last year, and 
among its workers are S Indian boy tailors. In 
the household division 130 colored and 50 
Indian girls take their turn in cooking les- 
sons and at the tables 40 boys are Traitors and 
14 are cooks. In the Indian training shop 
there are 17 boys using carpenter tools, 2 are 
learning painting, 5 tinning, and 4 harness 
making. Three young Indians are employed 
in the printing office, and the paper which is 
issued by the school contains articles and 
essays written by the students in almost every 
issue 
The Indians make good shoemakers, 


and the shoe shops of Hampton are busy 
enough places to be located in Lynn. They 
turn out 800 pairs of shoes a year, and they 
do all the repairing for the students. 


I noticed some harness made by the Indian 


boys here, and the work is excellent and as 
finely finished as you will find anywhere. In 
the engineer shop two Indians are at work, 
and theso men are getting tho training which 
will fit thorn for plumbing i£ it should happen 
that an Indian city should rise with modern 
improvements. There is a knitting depart- 
ment here at Hampton, at which the students 
make good wages, but tho Indians do not take 
to this clora of work, and the 10,000 dozen 
pairs of mittens which aro turned out yearly 
are made by colored students. 


I was much impressed with the scene at the 


dinner tables. All of tbe 700 students came 
in in an orderly manner, anil all st-jod and 
sang a blessing over tlieir meal in chorus. 
The forty waiters were all, boys in white 
aprons, and the tables were Email ones scat- 
tered throughout a big room. Tbo boy at the 
head of Uio table helped out the dishes to the 
members of bi» table, and I noticed that the 
eating was done with as much decorum and 
etiquette as you will find at any ordinary 
family dinner table in America. The stu- 
,dents"seem to enjoy their meal, and thoy chat- 
ted together as they ate. There were many 
beautiful girls among the colored students, 
and not a few with faces so vi hite und cauca-

INDIAK EOVS IK ONIFOBM. 


Tho studenta aro nil required to labor for 


certain hours every day, but ilioy have only 
an hour's H ork a day which, they nro not paid 
for. For nil over this tho school pays them 
from B to 8 cents nn hour, and they have the 
chance of making from $4 to $5 a month at 
tbe trades which they learn hero. Tt» aim Is 
to Rive them such an education tis will enable 
thorn to make good citizens nnd good men 
and won.on, nnd they aro taught, in addition 
to the usual branches of education, the use of 
tools und useful trades. Tho frirls learn how- 
to keep house, to cook, to wash, to nurse and 
to sew, nnd thu boys have rortain hours of 
work upon the farm, in tho sawmill, tbe ear- 
panter bhop, tlio tin shop, tho blacksmith sbop 
and elsewhere. 
Tho Institution is by no 


means a money making one. It is not man- 
aged as n speculation but as a great educa- 
tional, nnd, in a manner, charitable, institu- 
tion. It leceiveaan appropriation from the 
state of Virginia and congress pays $167 a 
year for each Indian student being educated 
in it. Tho labor feature is o matter of edu- 
cation ruther than for profit, anJTtho students 
last year earned over $42.000. 


The Indians and the negroes associate to- 


gether here at Hampton, and tho students aro, 
as a class, tine looking, well-dressed follows. 
I was much interested in ths Indian scholars, 


AN INDIAN OIBL IK HUB ROOM. 


The Indians here, as a rule, work half of 


the dny and study the other half. I entered 
a number of their class rooms, and heard 
them answer the questions propounded by the 
teachers. Thoy were in the same do-sses with 
negro students, all dressed in blue uniforms, 
and I was told that the Indian learned more 
quickly, as a rule, than the negro. The In- 
dian boys are straight, line looking fellows, 
and thoy carry an independent air in their 
eye nnd in their walk. The most of those I 
heard talked English fairly well, though one 
was glum and would reply to none of the 
questions I asked him. 


Tho Indian girls are, as a rule, not pretty. 


They are dressed plainly, and make good 
students. They learn easily all pertaining to 
housekeeping, nnd many of thorn make excel- 
lent cooks. 
Such as have gone out from 


Hampton have done well. Some are teach- 
ers, others are wives of Indians educating 
their husbands, and a great number have 
brought soap and water and good cooking in 
among the savages. 
Miss Helen W. Ludlow, 


one of the teacliers of Hampton, who trav- 
eled lately throughout the west, visited most 
of the tribes where the Hampton students
